How  can  that  be  when  at  pre.sent  it 
Is  the  subject  of  a  parliamentary  Inve-sli^ation? 

It  is  because  the  QB.C.  has  transgressed  the 
desire.s  of  a  large  .section  of  the  people  nf  Canada 
that  it  has  been  subjected  to  so  much  public 
criticism.  That  criticism  haried-to  Inquiry  Into 
its  policies  by  *  committee  of  Parliament.  Any 
socialized  agency,  to  which  the  taxpayers  con- 
tribute through  a  levy  imposed  by  the  elected 
reprcsentative.s  of  the  people,  is  not  autonomous, 
and  this  Mr.  Brockington  must  know  full  well. 
Otherwiw,  In  the  case  of  the  C.B.C..  listeners  In 
Canada  would  remain  at  the  caprice  and  mercy 
of  the  doctrinaires  who  think  they  know  what 
Is  best  for  the  people  of  this  country  to  hear  over 
a  national  network.  It  is  the  people  themselves 
who  are  the  tribunal,  not  Mr.  Brockington  and 
his  colleagues.  It  is  the  people  who  must  keep  a 
check  on  the  politics  of  the  C.B.C.  and,  ultimate- 
ly, through  Parliament,  they  will  make  their 
views  heard.

3.  TO  wash'  old  paint,  take  one 
part  coal  oil,  one  part  vinegar,  dnd 
two  part,s  hot  water.

"DETWEEN  the  foot  of  Gon/alr .  Hill  and 
Harling  Point  i£  a  broad  rtai.  one  of 
the  many  raised  beaches  around  our 
coasts  that  mark  the  rise  of  the  coast  tine 
since  the  days  of  the  last  glacial.s  periods. 
With  its  homes  and  gardens  it  yet  reminds 
you  of  the  days  when  it  could  be  said  of 
this  scene  what  the IKwt  Oyar  said  of  an- 
other in  far-off  Wales:

ABOUT  the  rock  pools  a  pink  encrusta- 
tion may  be  seen,  looktog  a  little  like 
a  lichen  in  its  close  adhesion  to  the  stony 
walls.  Often  it  will  be  found  on  pebbles, 
and  I  brought  back  the  other  day  a  pair 
of  specimens  of  Acmaea  mi'tra,  the  white 
cap,  which  are  literally  clothed  with  this 
gro^Ti.  for  a  growth  it  iiteraUy  is  Just  as 
much  as  Is  the  lichen.  On  the.^e  shells  we 
can  see  it  very  easily.  There  are  Urst  of 
all  thin,  stony  sheets  with  rouhdly  lobed 
edges  which  represent  the  primary  stage 
of  growth,  and  then  there  rise  from  this 
little  stopy  white-tipped  buds.  Then  in 
other  places  are  little  curiously  jointed 
greyish  stony  branches.  It  is  hard  to 
realize  that  tlie.  r  are  all  plants  we  "are"" 
looking  at.  If  we  break  one  of  the  joints

one  the  hard-re.si.stant  volcanic,  the  other 
a  fissile  and    comparatively  'soft  shale. 
The  deep  erosion  has  been  almost  entirely 
done  a.s  you  would  expect  m  the  softer 
rock,  and  it  is  interesting  to  recall  that 
some  of  our  best  rock  pools  occur  in  dis- 
tricts where  sedimenUry  rocks  such  as 
sandstones,  shales,  or  limestones  abound. 
It  must  be  nearly  thirty  years  ago  that 
the  University  of  Michigan  established  a 
marine  biology  station  for  their  students 
on  this  Island,  and  the  place  ihey  chose 
was  Port  Renfrew  where  the  outcrops  of 
Leech  River  black  slaty  srhist.s  provided 
them  with    wonderful    opportunities  of 
tudying  marine  life  M  as  mamr  aqua- 
rniin.s  as  there  were  pools    On  a  .smaller 
scale  the  flat  sandstones  of    the  shore 
west  of   Mulr  Creek   mouth  presents 
similar  opportunities    But  not  all  the.sc 
natural  aquarium.s  are  found  m  excavated 
pools;  the  numerous  creVices  and  cracks 
in  the  rocks  are  deepened  and  widened 
not  only  by  the  sea,  but  by  animal  life  of 
various  kinds,  and  in  these,  even  where 
they  lie  above  the  level  of  the  low  tides. 
*here  are  almost  always  cool  shadowy 


the  former.   But  a  further 
development  Is  seen  In  the  great  fissures 

cutting  obliquely  across  the  line  of  strike 
and  exhibiting  by  the  displacement  of 
the  rocks  on  each  side  a  certain  amount 
of  horizontal  shifting.  The  main  n.s.urr; 
appear  to  be  in  two  ^U,  making  with 
«ach  other  angles  of  about  120  and  Wf 
degrees  They  have  played  an  Important 
part  in  the  production  of  the  rough  sur- 
face we  look-  down  upon,  because  they 
have  furnished  the  sea  with  lines  of 
weakness  for  the  advjince  and  withdrawal 
of  the  waves.  Below  us  is  a  Jong  siiallow 
trough  of  rock  with  a  great  granite 
boulder  rising  above  it  Here  erosion  has 
evidently  been  particularly  heavy,  and  it 
i«  here  that  the  black  shale  Is  ''most 
plentiful.  The  water  is,  however,  di.s- 
colored  hy  the  leachingi  Jrora  the  soil 
above,  ^  we  cross  to  the  main  mass  of 
rock  where  pools  of  all  sizes  are  to  be 
found.  The  life  of  the  pooL-i  is  not  as 
Abundant  as  it  will  be  later  on.  for  the 
temperature  of  the  water  is  as  important 
to  the  organisms  of  the  sea  as  that  of 
the  atmosphere  Is  to  the  life  of  the  land. 
But  aometlmes  even  the  poverty  of  an

HERE  is  a  dark  brown  seaweed,  techni- 
cally one  of  the  "reds,"  which  we  did 
not  see  the  other  day  at  Willows  Beach 
If  you  feel  this  flat  divided  frond  you  wiii 
perceive  a  peculiar  roughness  caused  by 
numbers  of  tmy  outgrowths  not  unlike 
minute  warts  or  grape  stones.  These  are 
receptacles  contaUung  the  fertilized  fruit 
spores.  Because  of  these  cyStocarps. 
the  receptacles  are  called,  the  genus 
which  thi.s  piutlcular  .seaweed  belongs  has 
been  named  by  botanists  Glgartlna  from 
the  Greek- glgarton,  a  grape  seed.  There 
are  two  spene.s,  tins  being  O.  mamillo.sa; 
the  other  is  more  prickly  and  larger  and 
is  O.  exasperate.  Both  are  very  variable 
in  form  and  have  given  rise  to  a  number 
of  varieties.  Most  of  the  red  seaweeds  are 
very  unhappy  when  left  uncovered  by  the 
sea,  but  the  glgartlnas  seem  to  manag". 
becoming  very  black  and  unattractive 
.when  dry.  but  recovering  after  its  next 
submergence. 

Another  seaweed  that  manages  well  be- 
tween tide  marks  is  the  fucus.  one  of  the 
coarse  brown  group,  represented  here  by 
very  small  plants.  Their  yellowish  or 
greenish  brown  color  and  flat  forking 
branehai  mark  them  out  from  the  reda  we 


we  shall  find  within  the  hard,  stony  out 
side  a  thread  of  vegetable  tissue  that  con- 
trols all  this  extraordinary  business  We 
know  how.  many  animals  of  both  fresh 
and  salt  water  build  thennaflves  hom'^.s 
out  of  the  lime  they  extract  from  their 
liquid  world,  such  as  the  shell  buildcfS" 
and  corals.  In  the  same  way  we  have 
here  plants  that  succeed  in  investing 
thrm.sclve.s  with  a  complete  armor  of 
limestone.  These  lime-secreting  plants 
are  kpown  as  corallines  or  nulliporcs.  the 
first  dcnotiiiK  their  resemblance  to  cer- 
tain corals,  the  second  probably  derived 
from  the  observation  that  the  plants  do 
not  have  ••i)()re.s"  like  tlicsc  of  true  corals 
or  of  branched  bryozoa.  Several  genera 
of  these  stony  seaweeds  are  found  along 
tins  Coast,  and  most  of  them  are  pretty 
objects  and  attract  the  seashore  rambler's 
eye. 

Here.  too.  is  another  encrustation  on 
the  ste'ep  walls  of  a  little  shaded  pool,  but 
it  is  as  soft  and  yielding  as  the  other  u 
firm  and  hard.  ItrcoTOr  is  a  purplish  and 
its  surface  is  covered  with  steep-.sided  ele- 
vations each  icrmin*UHfr  In  a  large  open-' 
mg  so  that  they  resemble  volcanoes.  Re- 
moving small  piccc_with  a  pocket  knife 
-and  looking  at  it  with  the  aid  of  a  magni- 
fying gia.v.s  we. see  that  the  surface  be- 
tween the  volcanoes  is  dotted  .with 
smaller  openings  This  time  we  have  not 
a  plant  but  a  sponge,  and  therefore,  an 
animal.  It  is  not  an  Individualized  ani 
mal,  but  rather  a  colonial  one  made  up  of

It  U  one  of  the  strange  thmgs  in  Nature  " 
that  aU  these  cells  go  abouLlhelr  business 
without  any  evident  controlling  centre, 
tnd  in  this  they  resemble,  -of  course' 
plants,  as  weir  as  in  their,  stationery  life* 
but  the  resemblance  is  only  superficial 
for  thejponge^oesjwt  manufaotitfe  food 
P>«n*  <Joe«-   It  does  also  resemble 
uie  corallines  or  nulliporcs  in  another  re - 
mdBt«iu*t  as_they  secrete  an  outward 
covering  of  carbonate  of  lime,  so  our  little

Shell  Animals 

♦-pHE  sides  and  bottoms  of  the  pools  are 
A  even  now  busy  with  shell  animals. 
The  blue  top  shell,  CaffioU^ma  costatum, 
Is  represented  by  fine,  large  living  shells 
which  show  their  white  ribs  on  a  reddish 
ground,  but  their  brilliant  nearly  blue  and 
green  colors  are  best  dflplaycd  in  the 
dead  Ones  now  occupied  by  greenish  grey 
hermit  crabs  Living  rock  purples,  Thais  ~ 
emarginata.  are  also  here  in  theh-  hand- 
some spiral  shells  with  altemattrrg  coarse 
and  fine  ribs  revolving  round  their  whorls. 
But  hy  far  the  most  numerous  tribe  is 

-  tnar-W  the  periwinkles  or  llttorlnes,  the 
latter  name  expre.ssing  their  littoral  or

they  are  well  worth  study.  Three  species 
at  least  are  to  be  found  The  prettir-t 
kind  '  is  one  with  while  rectangular 
blotches  of  pure  white  against  a  purple- 
black  background,  tlie  blotches  placed  m 
regular  lines  on  llie  lower  whorl,  ouc  row 
just  below  the  suture,  a"  row  of  smaller 
m^rks  on  the  shoulder,  and  two  rows  near 
the  base.  Another  has  more  numeroue  • 
and  smaller  white  marks  arranged  along 
closer  lines  These  two  probably  repre- 
sent merely  paltrrn  variations  of  Litlo- 
rina  scutulata,  the  checkered  littorlne. 
Another  species  has  distinct  spiral  ribs, 
and  is  Llttlorina  sitchana,  the  Sitka  litio- 
rine,  Tlien  tlure  i>  a  rather  dull  one 
which  appears  to  be  Littorina  planaxis, 
the  grey  littorlne.  ih(iu«h  the  specific 
name  means  "flat  axis,"  and  refers  to  the 
flattened  or  worn  appearance  nf  the  (nhi- 
mella  or  axl.s  of  the  .shell.  •  reriwmkle  ' 
I.-,  an  old  KnKli^ii  name  for  these  little 
shell  animals.  They  have  round  moutl-.» 
and  are  vegetarians,  feeding  on  the  sea 
plant.s.  In  Summer  tiiey  may  be  found  in 
immense  quantities  among  the  rock.s  and 

-exposure  by  the  retreating  tide  makes 
little  difTeience  to  them  ttistpi  to  Check 
their  activity. 

But  the  coldness  of  the  water  in  whi'  h 
I  have  been  dabbling,  and  the  chilly  wind 
and  liKht  showers  iimke  further  re- 
searches too  uncomfortable,  .so  T  climb  up 
the  rocks  and  t)ie  baplc  and  turn  home- 
ward, the  better  for  my  hour  or  tWO 
among  the  rock  pools.

Placing  the  Shelters 

J^HE  Government  has  begun  the  dis- 
1  trlbution  of  steel  air-raid  shelters  for 
individual  houses,   beginning  with  con- 
gested  areas  In  London  and  several  of  the 
larger  Industrial  eentcas. 

The  men  In  charge  of  the  distribution, 
however, .  fgund  them.selvcs  in  trouble  at 
the  outs^.  They  don't  know  very  much 
.nboiit  domestic  problems  at  Whitehall,  or 
they_3:auld  not  have  begun  distribution 
on  a  Monday.  For  In  small  houses,  the 
country  over.  Monday  is  wa.shlng  day.  anT 
when  the  trucks  arrived  with  the  shclle.-s 
they  found  the  yards  and  gardens  into 
which  they  were  to  be  put  festoonsd  With 
the  family  laundry. 

Indignant  women  got  the  clothes  Inside 
and  took  the  lines  down,  but  those  who 
were  still  more  indignant  reliLsed  to  do 
anything  of  the  .sort  and  the  trucks  iiad 
to  go  away  still  loaded  The  Home  Otficc 
was  obliged  to  take  action.  It  ordained 
that  hrrrartor  shelters  Should  not  be  de- 
livered  on  Mondays. 

Incredible  as  It  may  .seem,  some  shellerj 
have  not  been  delivered  because  landlords 
have  forbidden  their  tenants  to  permit 
the  excavations  for  them  to  be  made  in 
backyards.  It  may  be  necessary  to  bring 
In  legislation  to  deal  with  owners  who 
would  rather  let  the  occupants  of  their 
houses  take  their  chances  to  being  hit  by 
bombs  than  allow  the  tv via  surXace  of  a 
backyard  to  be  broken. 

In  general,  however,  the  Government 
finds  that  people  are,  willing  to  co-operate 
In  the  preparations  for  protecting  the 
iwpulatlon  against  possible  air  raids.  This 
is  noticeably  the  case  in  respect  to  the 
evacuation  of  children. 

Mr.  Walter  Elliott  was  able  to  tfU  the 
House  of  Commons  last  week  tliat  theiC 
had  been  a  tplcndtd  respoifise  to  the 
hou.'c -to-house  Inquiries  on  the  billeting 
cf  children. 

"In  two  months,"  he  said,  "hou.seholders 
of  the  country  without  compiil  imi  ii.ive

Immediately  after  .sowir.i,'  tiu-nips.  or 
any  member  ,  of  the  cabbage  lamily, 
sprinkle  pure  naphthalene  on  the  surface 
of  the  b»c1  at  the  rate  of  one-half  ounce 
per  square  yard.  This  splendid  treatment, 
a  recent  discovery,  keeps  oft  the  iumlp 
flea  beetle,  which  in  a  few  days  can  ruin 
large  quantities  of  seedlings  by  making 
pit  marks  in  the  seed  leaves.

These  factors 
of  soil  fertility  and  crop  irequlrcinents 
make  it  difflcult  for  tiic  nverauc  person 
who  is  unversed  m  fertilucrs  and  their 
Uses  to  choose'wisely  from  the  wide  range 
o'f  fertilizer  products  advertised  for  sale. 
If  every  buyer  of  fertilizer  ublamed  a. 
copy  of  the  re<»ommendation5  of  the  fer^^ 
tUlzer  council  from  his  Provincial  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  it  would  help  him  in 
getting;  SeUer  results  from  fertilizer. 

In  usinu  fertilizer,  it  should  tis  remem- 
bered that  if  farmyard  mantire  can  be 
obtalnei^.  Its  use  slmild  coine  Urst.  as  It 
not  only  supplies  the  essential  plant  foods, 
but  other  substances  as  well  to  promote 
plant  growth  and  development.  The  Ideal 
scheme  of  fertlllzaOoh  IncludJ's  the  u.se 
ol  farmyard  manure,  plus  the  proper 
chemical  fertilizers  to  balance  ihr  pi. nit 
food  in  the  manure  as  required  by  thf 
different  crops  and  soils.

"labyrUiths  of  twisted  tracery  and  starry 
light;  those  misty  massea  of  multltudi- 
norrs  pinnacle  and  diademed  tower,  the 
only  witnesses,  perhaps,  that  remain  to 

_us  of  the  faith  and  fear  of  nations. 
All  else  for  which  the  builders  sacrificed 
ha^-Passed  away.  We  know  not  for  what 
■  they  labored^  And  hae-^aee  no  evidence  of 

'  their  reward.  Victory,  wealth,  authority, 
happiness,  all  have  depilrted,  though 
bought  by  many  a  bitter  sacrifice.  But 
of  them  and  their  life  anjtt  Jhelr  toll  upon 
the  earth  one  reward,  one  evidence,  Is  left 
to  us  in  those  grey  heaps  of  deep- wrought

hinterland  of  New  Guinea  by  a 
police  patrol  which  struck  on((

The  patrol  was  sent  out  to 
map  mountainous  country  ex- 
tending from  Mount  Hagen, 
near  the  centre  of  the  Au.stra- 
lian  mandated  terriiory.  west 
ward  to  the  bordef  of  Dutch  New 
Guinea,  and  northward  to  the 
southern  tributaries  of  the  Sepik 
River.  It  was  led  by  Di.stnct  Of- 
ficer J.  L.  Taylor,  who  was  ac- 

•er  J 

R.  Black,  C.  B.  Walsh,  a  medical 
assistant,  and  .specially  selected 
native  police,  as  well  as  a  large 
number  of  carriers. 

The  party  left  Rabaiil.  tlic 
capital  of  the-  mandated  terri- 
tory on  the  island  of  New  Brit- 
ain. In  January  of  la.'Jt  '  year 
Kxaetly  a  year  later  It  wa.s  met 
i)v  .1  Go^  erhmt  nt  schooner  neaV 
Ambuntie.  on  the  Sepik-  River, 
keeping  its  appointment  to  the 
day 

The  natives,  who  had  customs 
unlike  thos«  of  any  tribes  previ- 
oualy  known  In  the  territory, 
took  Taylor  and  his  party  for 
gods.
